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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Board of Francestown, N. H. 


Francestown has maintained for the past two and one-half 
years a full accounting of both per-pupil costs and per-pupil 
achievements. The first accounting protetts the tax-payer 
against over expenditure. The second protects the children 
against faulty education, and guarantees to the tax-payer a 
return on his money which is equal to or more than what is 
returned over the country on the average. 

Liberal aid from the Equalization Fund for schools (state-aid 
fund) has made possible the securing and retaining of superior 
teachers. We believe that their loyal and intelligent service is 
appreciated. Francestown is almost unique in its popular enthus- 
iasm, openly expressed, for the educational advantage maintain- 
ed. We wish to express our appreciation for this type of support. 
It aids in maintaining splendid morale within the schools. 

Because the distribution of children is somewhat wide, trans- 
portation is a problem. It is exceedingly important to realize 
that the closing of one school in 1924 (according to records on 
file from former supervision) decreased the salary schedule 
$505.72; the fuel costs decreased approximately $50.00; minor 
repairs and expenses were decreased about $35.00. This total 
savings was $590.72. 

Yet, the total increase in transportation, comparing the costs 
for the year just closed, is but $216.70 more than the cost for the 
same item in 1924, the year of closing of the school. 

Moreover, the total cost to Francestown, money raised from 
taxation, was actually less in the past fiscal year than it was in 
the year following the closing of the school and the subsequent 
transportation of the pupils. | 

In other words, it is easy to forget that costs for transportation 
are being substituted for those for maintenance of a school. 

Whatever policy is decided upon in regard to transportation 
is a matter wholly for local decision. With costs no greater than 
in the year when another additional school was maintained, 
emphasis should, of course, lie on the welfare of the children. 
But this emphasis is always uppermost in the minds of Frances- 
town. 

Neither electric lights, splendid roads, nor any other physical 
device or convenience, can take the place of education for chil- 
dren. And upon the degree of education arrived at by children 
depends the conveniences and breadth of vision which we shal] 
find guarding over us in our twilight years. 
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The per cent. of attendance for the past year was excellent, 
97. The enrollment was but 35. A year of 179 school days was’ 
maintained. This lacks but one of a full 180 day year, and is the 
highest record since 1920, save in 1926 when a 183 day year was 
maintained. The records for the past years, 1920 to 1927 are,

In the past year, seven children were neither absent nor tardy; 
total tardinesses numbered 25, against 108 in 1925. Eight 
meetings of the Board were held, and 50 visits were made by 
the superintendent of schools. The superintendent, in behalf 
of the children of Francestown, again expresses appreciation for 
the cordial support given the schools.
